of the presidential election pass- 
ed awsy a few days’ after’ the ballots 
were cast, never before has such scrupuious 
care been taken with the electoral votes of the 
various states. The returns began to come in 
early in December, and early in January the 
last vote bad been handed to Acting Vice 
President Edmunds by the messengers from 
the thirty-eight sovereign states. The dupli- 
cate copies by mail have been received from 
all the states except lowa and 
Congrees has sent two special messengers to 
these states to bring back the duplicates, ap- 
propriating $1,500 to pay their expenses. 

Senator Edmunds has taken remarkable 
precautions for the safe keeping of the elector- 
al envelopes which will be opened and count- 
ed in joint-session on the 10th of February. 
He could not guard them more closely if they 
were his own certificate of election to the 
presidency instead of the title of a political 
opponent. It has been usual hitherto for the 
vice-president to give receipts for the electoral 
votes and then to turn them over to the secre- 
tary of the senate, who deposited them in his 
safe until the joint session for the electoral 
count should assemble, 

During the intensest excitement of 1876 the 
oply extra precaution taken was the stationing 
of a guard. near the secretary’s safe. four 
years ago the arrival of the votes was hardly 
noticed, and they were deposited among the 
other papers in the sccretary’s desk. Senator 
Edmunds, however, bas seen fit to throw every 
possible security around the returns which 
will elect Cleveland and Hendricks president 
and vice-president. Soon after congress fhet 
be purchesed a stout iron safe of the most im- 
proved pattern and had it put in the vice- 
president’s roem, which adjoins the marble 
room on the senate wing: of the capitol. He 
was not satisfied with the ordinary lock on 
the safe, which was such as merchants and 
bankers would trust without hesitation, but he 
ordered a special lock of superior strength 
and mystery. When this was put on the 
senator used it for a few 
days concluded that the 
combination was too simple. He ordered a 
still more intricate lock, which now holds his 
treesture safe from al! hands in the world save 
his, for nobody but he knows the combination 

-not even Mrs. Edmunds. Left in this safe 
in a fire- proof building, which is full of police- 
men day and night, the returns could be con- 
sidered absolutely secure. But the senavr 
did not think so. As the votes came in he de- 
posited them in his safe and locked the door 
of his room in addition to fixing his unknown 
combination. When several votes had been 
received, Edmunds sent for the captain of

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THE OKLAHOMA LANDS. 


The Senate Moving to Open the Lands to 
Settlement. 

Wassixeron, January 22.—In the senate 
Mr, Frye, from the committee on commerce, 
reported favorably the bill recently introduced 
by himself, for the encouragement of the 
American merchant marine, and to promote 
postal and commercial relations with foreign 
countries. Placed on the calendar. 

Mr. Manderson, from the committee on 
printing, reported favorably a concurrent 
resolution, providing that the Congressional 
Record should be an accurate transcript of the 
actual proceedings and debates of the two 
houses. The résolution was placed on the 
calendar. 

The Oklahoma resolutions of Messrs. Plumb 
end Vest were placed before the senate. Mr: 
Vest withdrew his resolution. In doing so he 
took oceasion to say that there could be no 
doubt whatever that as the laws stood the Ok- 
lahoma lands were not, at that time, subject 
to settlement by white people. The Shoes sm 
therefore, was unable to do otherwise than as 
he had done. 

Mr. Vest explained the condition of the Ok- 
laboma question, and said he was astonished 
to see that statements had. been made at the 
other end of the capitol, the effect that the 
president, in his action in this matter, was 
violating the law. Nothirig could be farther 
from the fact. The president was compelled 
to ¢xXecute the law, and the law was 
clenly and unquestionably against 
permitting white settlers to go on to these 
lands. Mr. Vestbelieved it inevitable that 
the Jands would, in time, be opened up to 
such settlers, but that time was not now. He 
expressed the hope that congress would now 
take setion on the matter, and ert blood- 
shed. The remaining rights of the Indians 
to the dends in question should be purchased 
and paid for. 

Mr. Plumb’s _ resolution calling on 
the president for his views of the present 
status Of the Oklahoma lands was agreed to.

THE PROBABILITY OF HEAVY | 
FIGHTING STILL. AHBAD. 


Boglieh Preise for the Gallantry of the Troops— 
- French Oriticism of the American Delegates 
at the Congo Conference—Australhaa In- 
dignation—Other Foreiga News. 


Loxpon, January 22.—The report is current 
that General Stewart has occupied Metamneh. 
Although this lacks official confirmation, yet 
it is generally believed, as General Stewart 
pushed forward with the greater part of his 
forces immediately after his victory of Satur- 
day near Abu-Klea wells. It is highly prob- 
&ble also that all the rebels who had been sta- 
tioned at Metamneh left that point to take 
part in the Saturday engagement, and it is 
thought unlikely that they should have rallied 
end made a stand at Metamneh so soon after 
the decisive defeat. The government has tele- 
graphed public congratulations to General 
Welseley and General Stewart. 

The morning papers, while praising the 
gallantry of the English forces, consider that 


General Stewart’s hurried advance to Metam- 
neh is an indication that further heavy fight- 
ing awaits his army. They fear, also, that 
the loss of Omduraman will enable the mahdi 
to preventthe passage of General Gordon’s 
steemers, but they believe that the bravery 
displayed by the English argues well for the 
ultimate success of the expedition. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says the cabinet has 
eccepted the French proposals regarding 
Egyptian finances as the basis tor negotiation, 
provided that no “Multiple control” shall be 
instituted, and that coupons shall be 
taxed instead of cut, Germauy 
and Russia will be admitted 
to representation in the caisse de la detta pub- 
lique. England will offer to guarantee a Jeans 
of nine million pounds, but is willing to dis- 
cuss the question of an international guarantee 
if the powers are unanimous on this point. 

The Pall Mall Gazette publishes, under 
reserve, what purports to be the text of an 
agreement between England and Turkey 
regarding the government of Egypt. The 
paper says the agreement provides that the 
turkish troops shail occupy Egypt, with the 
exception of the ports of Alexandria, Damieta, 
Port Said and Suez, which England will 
continue to occupy; that Turkek 
shall undertake to maintain order in the inte- 
rior efter the capture of Khartoum; that Eng- 
lend shall retain garrisons on the Red sea lit- 
teral, and abandon the Soudan to Turkey, and 
that Tewfik Pasha, khedive of Egypt, shall be 
deposed, the sultan of Turkey to appoint in 
his stead a pasha who does not belong to the 
family of Mehemet. 
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French Criticism of Americans, 

Panis, January 22.—The Memorial Diplo- 
matique is decidedly not pleased with the be- 
havior of the American delegates at the Con- 
go conference. It attributes the delay in the 
conclusion of the labors of the conference to 
the numerous proposals which have been in- 
troduced by these geritlemen, whom it styles 
“Godfathers of the newly born state.’ 
Henry M. Stanley, it says, 
“Speaks everywhere in enuine 
yankee style, attacking and insulting the con- 
ference of the powers. The German pro- 
posais would have been accepted long ago but 
for Amer:fan opposition. The African asso- 
ciation findsiwelf.umable to secure the in- 
demnity from Francé..Which it had hoped, 
and now wants to get control of the fertile 
mouths of the Congo island.”’

loxpon, January 22.—The Times this 
morning, in discussing the present condition 
of the Egyptian question, expresses the fear 
that the cabinet has again abandoned its lib- 
erty of action in Egypt, and is about to revert 
to some form of multipJe control.

The 
Times further warns the ministers that they 
“ore mistaken if they tag tae that they have 
disposed of the difficulty by simply instruct- 
ing Earl Granville to enter into negotiations 
in which he is certain to be worsted.

Austraiian Indignation Against England: 

Loxpoy, January 22.—Advices from Mel- 
bourne show that the popular feeling against 
the home government for allowing the recent 
German annexation in New Guinea and 
neighboring islands, still continues strong. 
The municipal authorities of Melbourne have 
adopted a resolution, which expresses regret 
that England did not regard the representa- 
tions of the colonies in reference to foreign 
annexations, and urges the government to 
remedy the injury already doaoe, and take 
effective steps to prevent its recurrence in the 
future, 


Concessions te the Irish Probable, 

Loxpox, January 22.—Sir Stafford North- 
cote, in a speech at Bideford this evening, 
hinted that it was probable there would be an 
early meeting of parliament in order todiscuss 
Egyptian affairs. 

Sir Thomas Brassey, member of parliament 
and junior lord of the admiralty, in a speech 
at Hasling this morning, said that he believed 
that a movement in the direction of local self- 
government tor Ireland was imminent, and 
that important concessions would be made. to 
the Irish. 

Business Along the Tiber. 

Rome, January 22.—The rumor circulated 
some days ago, that Sir William Armstrong, 
of ordnance fame, and his business associates, 
were about to establish a tactory in Italy, 
proves to have been well founded. They have 
obtained a valuable concession from the 
Italian government, and purpose to establish 
a Jarge gun and armor plate foundries at the 
entrance to the Bay of Pozzush. Contracts 
have been signed ceding to them 250,000 
square metres of ground, not far from sixty 
acres. 

The Progress of German Colonization, 

Lonpoy, January 22.—A special dispatch 
from Berlin says: German colonization is 
making rapid progress on the western coast of 
Africa. An official report was received to-day 
stating that the Agiman expedition has form- 
ally annexed Oglet Brahim, in the Dobrecka 
country, a few miles north of Senegambia.

DEATH IN THE AVALANCHE. 


The Terrible Dosta RCtion of Life and Prop-« 
erty in Italy. 

Rome, January 22.--Mahy more villages ia 
Italy are to-day as having been de- 
vastated by avalanches, and the havoc and 
slaughter are described as appalling. Most of 
the casualties seem to have occurred in 
the province of Cuneo, which 
is in the south of Piedment, 
and is bounded by the Maritime Alps, many 
spurs of which intersect the province. At 

rassino, which is nineteen miles northwest 
of the capital city of Cuneo, the number of 
killed is now stated at 140, and forty-one 
corpses have been recovered from the ice and 
snow in which they were entombed. The vil- 
lage of Volgrano, on Grand river and near 
Cuneo, is partly destroyed, and many persons 
have been killed. Twelve houses have been 
demolished and 42 persons killed at Deveis. 
The village of Re basso is almost completely 
buried under the snow. Scores of people 
have been killed there and over 200 meg, 
women and childron have been injured. The 
bomeless are in awful distress. More than 
5,000 men are engaged. in addition to the 
soldiers,in the work of exhuming the dead 
a reecuing the survivors in the province of

A NOBLE WOMAN GONE, 


In Memoriam of the Late Mrs. Elizabeth 
A. Cruger. 

Died, in Albany, Ga., of heart disease, Mrs. Eliza- 
heth A. Cruever, relict of the late Colonel Nicholas 
Ciuger, of Dougherty county, December 12, 1884, 

This estimable lady merits more than a passing 
notice. 

She was born in Beaufort district, 8. C., of 
wealthy avd influential parents, John and Ann 
Mauer Robert. John Robert descended from an 
jliustrious Huguenot family, d@tinguished for 
piety, courage, and devotion to principle. 

In 1848 she married Colonel Cruger, then a cot- 
ton factor, of Apalachacola, Fla. Soon after mar- 
risge he gave up his business in Florida, and ia 
1848 — ased the Greenwood plantation in 
Dovgherty county and began farming on an ex 
tepsive scale. As a planter he was eminently suc- 
cessful. ‘ 

Colonel Cruger volunteered in the Texan revo 
lutionary wer and distinguished himself by brav- 
ery and fidelity, serving as aide decamp under 
Generait James Hamilton. Colonel Cruger 
was a lineal descendant of Nicnho- 
las Cruger (whose name he bore) an opulent mer- 
chant oi Jamaica and the generous patroa of the 
eminent Alexander Hamilton of the U united States. 
Mr. Cruger sent Hamilton tothis country to be 
edncated. Hamilton. after quitting college ap- 
plied himself to the lawand became a profound 
jurist, a great financier, and Washinztoa’'s trusted 
sdviser. Hisgreat fiuancial ability shone con- 
spicuously as secretary of the United States treas 
ury He was killedin a duel by Aaron Burr. 
Colonel Cruger died in this city in 1473 lamented 
by the whole community. 

Mrs. Crager was endowed by nature witha 
strong practical mind, and she devoted much of 
her time, skill and taste to horticulture, florical- 
ture and agriculture with marvelous success: but 
it was at home asa wile and mather,as a member 
oOo! society; asa friend and neighbor, and in her 
church and to the afllicted and dependeat that 
her many graces of mind and person appeared to 
their most effective advantage.

THE MARCH ON KHARTOUM, 
Wolseley’s entire force only numbers about 


7,000 effective men. The larger part of this 
force holds the base of present operations at 
Korti, where Lord Wolseley has his headquar- 


ters. Irom Korti he sent one expedition up 
the Nile to Abu Hamed for the purpose of 
opening and controlling the desert route to 
Korosko, and to isolate Berber. Another 
expedition under General Stewart was 
despatched across the desert from 
Korti, in the loop of the Nile, to 
Metamneh, a point on the Nile nearly oppo- 
site Shendy. Half-way across the desert is 
Giadkul, where there are wells, and still far- 
ther on ata pointonly twenty-three miles 
from Metamneh, is a caravan station and 
wells called Abu-Klea. It was here that Gen- 
eral Stewart had adesperate encounter on 
Saturday with about 10,000 fanatical Arabs. 
General Stewart's force is only 1,500 strong, 
end he is encumbered with an immense 
carael train. His men have to contend with 
heat and thirst and the men of the desert, 
He seized the wells after inflicting severe 
loss upon the rebels, but hisown loss was 
considerable, and at one time his square was 
broken and he wasin dangerof sharing the 
fate of General Hicks. The shock of battle 
dots not seem, however, to have disheartened 
him, for he proposed to push on to the Nile, 
quite regardless of the savages who charged 
his ines with almost superhuman courage. 
Further news from General Stewart wul be 
anxiously awaited. If he is repulsed, he wil 

bave a very difficult task in withdrawing his 
little army, and General Wolseley’s ;lans 
will have to be reformed. If he is successia', 
the march to Khartoum is practically ended ; 
for steamers can readily cover the interven. 
ing distance of ninety miles without serious 
risk from the artillerists of the mahdi. It is 


expected that General Gordon's iron-clad

teamers will be in waiting at Shermly to

R. L. P., Waynesboro, Ga.: Please advise me ii 
Cealers in pistols, gunsand cartridges are liable for 
the tex of $100 before April Ist. Can the dealers 
se}] till then, or must they pay the tax from Janu- 
ary lat’? 

The dealers are compelled to pay the tax for the 
full fiscal year, beginning January Ist. 
The tax became due at the beginfiing 
of the present year. Dealers cannot continue 
business until the Ist of April without paying 
this tax, nor can they escape it by closing out 
their stock of guns, pistols and cartridges. Ifa 
man was not engeged in the business on the Ist of 
January, but commences it ata later date, he im- 
mediately makes himself liable for the $100 for the 
ull fiscal year.

SOUTHAMPTON, January 22.— Wild excitement 
prevails all’ along the coast to-night ever the 
capture in the ocean, between [asthampton 
and Amagansett, of three more right whales, 
twocows and acalf.

ASTRANGE STORY. 


The Love Affair ef Aaron Burr’s Daughter 
andthe Artis Vanderlyn. 
‘“‘Tiuiston’’ in the New York Times. 

When the American historical novel comes into 
fashion I know of an unmarked grave up the Hud- 
son, which will tempt pilgrimages from the noy- 
elist. It is the grave ofoneof the most unique 
figures in the history of this nation’s first hundred 
years. John Vanderlyn, a county lad of revolu- 
tionary times who rose to honors, knew many of 
the joys of the world, was the friend of rulers on 
two continents, and finally the victim of a broken 
beart, lies there, 

It isastrange story that of John Vanderlyn’s 
carcer. A boy in the street, with a bit of charcoal 
andsomething akin to impudence, he sketches 
on a blacksmith’s door a caricatureof a visitor to 
the wee village of Kingston. That visitor was 
Aaron Burr, and be saw the picture—saw it, smil- 
ed, and asked questions about its perpetrator. 
When Aaron Burr went back to his iaw office in 
New York he took the lad with him. He bought 
him books, directed his studies, and finally placed 
bim as a pupil under Gilbert Stuart, who, in Pail 
adelphia, was finishing his famous portrait 
of Washington. Studies in Paris “and 
Kome followed. The charcoal sketcher of a 
coubtry town was oevelopiug into a wonderful 
peinter. In competition at Paris, where all the 
ériists of Kurope were striving for honors, he 
pleces a cold, rough, harsh picture—cold, rough, 
ad barsh at least in contrast with the gaudy co! 
oriLgs Which all the rest of the world hangs up. 
**Muarivs on the Kuins of Carthage’’ he called it’ 
The old Reman hero was represented standing 
aione, sorrowful yet deflant, amid the wreck o1 
former giery, Napoleon marched through the 
greatartguliery. When he faced the picture he 
haited, came toa dead standstill, and*in admi- 
ration was mute for minutes. “Give the 
medal to theat,’’ he commanded. John Vanderlyn 
was fainous. And all the fates rushed forward to 
make him «iad. Aaron Burr was proud. He was 
grateiu), too, for fortune had dealt unkindly wich 
bimn meantime. He had striven for the presidency 
Of bis country and had lost. The murderot Hain- 
ilton made himan exile. Generous interest it 
was that he received upon the money he had 
given Vanderlyn, who was now a hero in Europe’s 
aristocratic circles. The artist shared all his hon- 
ors and all his gold with his old-time benefactor, 
the mah who had become toone hemisphere the 
very personification of evil, and yet who in ear- 
1l€ér Guys, With no selfish aim or hope, had taken 
irom bumble place a strange lad to spend money 
ana acuection upon, ' 

Biographical dictionaries and art histories tell 
about Venderiyn’s professional achievements. I 
care nothing about them here. His ‘‘Ariadne’’ 
is famous tue werld over. His panel in the National 
Capitol of ‘‘Tke Landing of Columbus” was done 
in answer to his country’s urgent request.
